Reasons for Allowance 

3. The prior art fails to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination, at 
least on claims 1 and 13, a printed circuit board comprising: a signal launch having: a 
signal via extending entirely through the circuit board portion from the top surface to the 
bottom surface, and two different sets of ground vias, wherein each set is disposed a 
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different radial distance from the signal via. Therefore, dependent claims 2-18,22-25 are 
also allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see from page 16, line 29 to page 17, line 26, and from 
page 19, line 24 to page 20, line 2, filed 2/21/03, with respect to claims 1-18,22-25 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-18,22-25 has been 
withdrawn. 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. The following references teach some of the elements of the 
instant claimed invention: Frey (US Patent 6,281,690), Clelland etal. (US Patent
